1. GENERAL MATTERS

1.(1) Approval of Minutes for February 17-18, 1999 Meeting

The February 17-18, 1999 minutes were presented for adoption.  Commissioner Reed moved to approve
the minutes.  Commissioner Kozberg seconded the motion which carried 6-0 (Commissioner Diener
was absent).

Deputy Director Robert Chung reviewed the changes to the Consent Calendar.  The changes were as
follows:

Item 2.4b Resolutions of Necessity #C-17704, C-17705, C-17706, and C-17707 book item description
was changed to include "Authorizes condemnation of land in fee for a State highway extinguishment of
abutter's rights of access,…".

Item 2.5a Minor Projects #5, #8, and #15 were withdrawn by the Department prior to the meeting.

Item 2.5b(2) agenda language was changed to reflect the correct dollar amount and fund type.

Item 2.5b(3) SHOPP projects #13, 14, and 15 descriptions were corrected on the Agenda Vote List
and/or the Book Item Attachment.

Item 2.5c(1) Local Assistance Projects #2 and 3 project descriptions were changed.

Deputy Director Chung briefly reviewed Potential Consent Calendar Items 2.1a(3), 2.1e(2), and 2.6b(1)
and recommended they be added to the Consent Calendar.  He further clarified that the funding for RT
under 2.1a(3) should be $,4,474,000 for right-of-way and $6,139,000 for construction. Vice Chairman
Fleming moved to add the items to the Consent Calendar.  Commissioner Kozberg seconded the
motion which carried 6-0.

Commissioner Kozberg moved to approve the Consent Calendar as revised.  Commissioner Diener
seconded the motion which carried 6-0 (Commissioner Wolf was absent).
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1.(4) Commission Reports

Commissioner Reed noted that he would comment on the items heard by the Public Transit Committee
as they were presented.

Vice Chairman Fleming discussed the rapid bus program for the Los Angeles Area.

Assemblyman Tom Torlakson presented an Assembly Resolution to Commissioner Wolf.

Executive Director Robert Remen discussed changing the June Meeting (scheduled in Los Angeles)
from June 9-10, 1999 to June 7-8,1999.  Commissioner Reed moved to approve the change of dates.
Vice Chairman Fleming seconded the motion which carried 6-0 (Commissioner Diener was absent).

Chairman Sylvester read into the record a Senate resolution authored by Senator Jim Costa honoring
Commissioner Diener.

Assemblyman Torlakson reported on an upcoming hearing on April 22, 1999 in Contra Costa County
concerning State Route 4.  Staff was directed to fax the information to all Commissioners and poll them
for interest and availability in attending the hearing.

Regional Agencies Moderator Therese McMillan discussed federal demonstration projects and the
Senate Resolution 8 questionnaire.  Chairman Sylvester thanked her for her help in coordinating the
preparation and distribution of the SR 8 questionnaire.
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2. PROJECT BUSINESS MATTERS

2.1 Program Amendments/Project Approvals

2.1a. STIP Amendments for Action

2.1a.(1) STIP Amendment 98S-23 - Action
Deletes a $150,000 Transportation Enhancement Activities
(TEA) project and reprograms the funds to cover a cost increase
on a pedestrian bridge TEA project, and programs $56,000 from
Shasta County’s Regional Improvement Program (RIP) Short Term
Reserve to a proposed widening project for PA&ED.

This item was approved on the Consent Calendar.

2.1a.(2) STIP Amendment 98S-24 - Action
Modifies the Glendale Grade Separation Interregional Improvement
Program (IIP) project by reprogramming the entire amount of
$29,000,000 currently programmed for construction in FY 2001-02
to the appropriate components and fiscal years and changes the
responsible agency from the Department of Transportation to the
City of Glendale.  The Department and the City of Glendale are
requesting this amendment.

This item was approved on the Consent Calendar.

2.1a.(3) STIP Amendment 98S-25 - Action
Reprograms $4,644,000 in Regional Improvement Program (RIP)
funds - $4,300,000 from an $81,075,000 Folsom Corridor
Extension project and $344,000 from a $3,000,000 Downtown
Extension project - to the South Corridor Extension project
increasing the RIP funds in the South Corridor Extension project
from $5,969,000 to $10,613,000.  In addition, changes the delivery
year for the Folsom Corridor Extension and the Downtown
Extension projects from FY 1998-99 to FY 1999-00.  The
Sacramento Regional Transit District (SRTD) is requesting this
amendment.

This item was approved on the Consent Calendar.
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2.1a.(4) STIP Amendment 98S-26 - Action
Amend the I-80 Reliever Route Corridor project in Solano County,
programmed with $13,516,000 in STIP funds and $18,000,000 in
various local funds, to shift STIP and local funds among project
components and fiscal years and to insert $5,960,000 in federal
demonstration funds into the project.

Chief Deputy Director Pete Hathaway reviewed the proposed STIP amendment noting that Solano
County had committed 100% of the $14.4million in federal demonstration funds to the project.
Executive Director Remen asked if Solano County would guarantee to finance any shortfall in federal
demonstration funds, if necessary, and was told yes.

Commissioner Reed moved to approve the STIP amendment.  Commissioner Kozberg seconded the
motion which carried 5-0 (Commissioners Kellogg and Wolf were absent).

2.1a.(5) STIP Amendment 98S-27 - Action
Amend 126 TEA projects in 42 counties remaining from the 1996
STIP, nearly all now programmed in FY 1996-97, to reschedule about
20 projects to FY 1998-99, to reschedule about 80 projects to FY 1999-
2000, and to propose deletion of 6 projects for which delivery cannot be
assured before September 2000 when TEA funds from ISTEA will be
expiring.

This item was approved on the Consent Calendar.

2.1b. STIP Amendments for Notice

2.1b.(1) STIP Amendment 98S-28 - Notice
Revises the funding for the Folsom Boulevard Interchange project in
Sacramento County to include $2,816,000 in demonstration funds and
reduces the overall cost of the project based on revised PS&E
estimates, thus reducing the overall Interregional Improvement
Program (IIP) funding for this project by $3,079,000.  In addition,
reprograms $1,005,000 of a $24,240,000 High Occupancy Vehicle
(HOV) Lane project on Route 50 in El Dorado County programmed in
FY 2000-2001 to a HOV Lane project on Route 50 in Sacramento
County to be programmed in FY 1998-99, which will be combined with
the Folsom Boulevard Interchange project for construction.  The City of
Folsom and El Dorado County Transportation Commission (EDCTC)
are requesting this amendment.

Mark Robinson, Caltrans, reviewed the proposed STIP Amendment, noting that it would be presented
next month for approval.  Chairman Sylvester asked that it be placed on the consent calendar.
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2.1b.(2) STIP Amendment 98S-30 - Notice
Revises the programmed year for the Spruce Street Extension project
and the East Pine Street Drainage Improvement project in the City of
Bishop from FY 1998-99 to 1999-2000 and increases the total cost of
the Pine Street project from $310,000 to $325,000. The City of Bishop
is requesting this amendment.

Commissioner Reed recommended that Item 2.6f be
allocated as follows:  $210,000 for employee claims,  up to $53,000 to pay general creditors that NCRA
owes $1,000 or less, as well as another $20,000 for general creditors that may be owed slightly more
that $1,000 but are willing to settle with NCRA for $1,000 with the extinguishment of the remaining debt
and up to $165,000 to repair signals at railroad crossings to comply with Federal Railroad
Administration Emergency Order 21.

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2.8 Waiver of Commission Policy

2.8(1) Request for waiver of the Financial Guidelines for Local Agency
Reimbursement to extend the period of project reimbursement for Proposition
116 Non Urban County Program bicycle projects in San Luis Obispo County and
the City of Brawley from June 30, 1999 to June 30, 2000.  The Commission has
allocated $516,000 for these projects.  Total reimbursement through February 3,
1999 is $329,379 with remaining balances of $186,621.

This item was approved on the Consent Calendar.

2.8(2) Request for waiver of the Financial Guidelines for Local Agency
Reimbursement to extend the period of project reimbursement on 55 allocations
made to 21 agencies for 64 urban and commuter rail and mass transit projects
which received an allocation of Proposition 116, Proposition 108, or Transit
Capital Improvement Program funds in FY 1996-97 or earlier.  Through January
1999, the Department has approved reimbursement for $123,198,618 against the
total $206,781,328 allocated to these agencies.

David Cabrera, Caltrans, reviewed the requests for waiver to extend the eligible period for
reimbursements.

Ian McAvoy, Peninsula Commute (Caltrain) Joint Powers Board, discussed the Caltrain JPB requests
for waivers.

Linda Morshed, representing Sacramento Regional Transit, discussed a prior extension and that the
Buy America issue had been resolved with the Federal Transit Administration and that granting the
extension request would allow Regional Transit to complete the project.

After discussing the waiver requests, Commissioner Reed moved to approve the waivers as
recommended by Caltrans,  as well as those 6-month waivers sought by the Caltrain JPB and
Sacramento RTD with the understanding that in keeping with the requirements of SB 45, no more
extensions will be considered.  Commissioner Kozberg seconded the motion which carried 6-0
(Commissioner Wolf was absent).  Caltrans staff was directed to notify those agencies that have
received extensions and inform them that pursuant to SB 45, no more extensions would be considered.

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4.2 Transit Capital Improvement (TCI) Program

4.2a. Status of FY 1996-97 and 1997-98 Unencumbered TCI Program Projects

David Cabrera, Caltrans, discussed the status of TCI funds that will revert unless allocated by June 30,
1999 and reported that 2 agencies (NCRA and Santa Cruz) have projects totaling $406,620 which will not
be ready by June 30, 1999.

The Commissioners discussed alternatives for resolving the problem.  Debbie Hale, Santa Cruz County
Regional Transportation Commission, expressed support for trading the older funding for the project and
applying for funding - from FY 1997-98.  The Commission directed staff to work with the Public Transit
Committee to review all TCI projects in jeopardy.

4.8 Review of Policy Options Regarding Federal Demonstration Project Funds

Chief Deputy Director Pete Hathaway reviewed policy options for federal demonstration project funds
including how to divide demonstration funds among STIP funding partners, how to finance early use
demonstration funds before they are available, and how to handle the likelihood that only 90.5% of the
demonstration funds will be made available during the six-year TEA-21 period.

Regional Agencies Moderator Therese McMillan discussed the need to set a good precedent for
managing demonstration project funds, and presented the policy options favored by the regional
agencies.  Craig House, Caltrans, supported the Commission’s current proportional share policy as fair,
suggested the State Highway Account could finance demonstration funds as necessary for state
highway projects, and proposed that local agencies should agree to finance any funding gap if they
choose to assume 100% of demonstration funding would become available and it does not.  During the
discussion of this item, Caltrans was directed to prepare an advisory letter for Chairman Sylvester’s
signature urging the Legislature and the Administration to seek from Congress flexibility to pool federal
demonstration funds.

After the discussing the pros and cons of the various options considered, Vice Chairman Fleming moved
to retain the current proportionate sharing policy, with flexibility for all parties mutually to reach a
different fund-sharing agreement .  Commissioner Kozberg seconded the motion which carried 7-0.

Vice chairman Fleming moved to use State Highway Funds as a “float” for any project on the State
Highway system with the “float” for all other projects to be a local responsibility, and reserving the option
of reviewing each project on a case by case basis.  Commissioner Diener seconded the motion which
carried 7-0.

Vice Chairman Fleming moved to allow projects to use 100% of the demonstration project funds
available if the local agencies commit to backfill and cover any shortfalls.  Commissioner Kozberg
seconded the motion which carried 7-0.

Joan Sollenburger, Caltrans, discussed recommendations in the 1998 California Transportation Plan and
discussed the establishment of a Committee on the Future of Transportation in California, a Statewide
Goods Movement Strategy, and the State’s role in non-highway modes of transportation.  She also
discussed system performance measures and the need to focus on outcome measures.

4.10 Presentation on California Transportation Improvement Program System (CTIPS)
